QUESTIONS ON LIFTING SUBCONTINENT ARMS EMBARGO, ON INDO-SOVIET 
RELATIONS TIED TO RUBLE-RUPEE CONTROVERSY, AND USUAL QUERIES ON 
INDIAN OPINION OF MAJOR FOREIGN COUNTRIES. SAMPLE, AS ALWAYS, 
EQUALLY DIVIDED AMONG THOUSAND LITERATES IN FOUR METROPO- 
LITAN CITIES. 

2. ARMS EMBARGO LIPTING. 76 PERCENT AWARE OF US ACTION; 66 
PERCENT PEEL "VERY STRONGLY" OR "STRONGLY" ABOUT IT (I.E. 

PRESUMABLY NEGATIVELY); 77 PERCENT SAY SUBCONTINENT ARMS RACE WILL 
BE GENERATED THEREBY; 88 PERCENT SAY NORMALISATION OF INDO-PAK 
RELATIONS WILL BE REGARDED; 79 PERCENT THINK PAKISTAN WILL BECOME 
MORE BELLICOSE. QUESTIONED WHETHER INDIA AND PAKISTAN WILL BE ABLE
